In exercJae of the powers conferred by article 240 of the Consti¬ 
tution, read with sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 18 of the Sixth 
Schedule to the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Regulation made by him; — 


1. (I) This Regulation may be called the Nagaland (Transitional short title 


Provisions) Amendment Regulation, 1962. 
(2) It shall come into force at once.

2. In section 3 of the Nagaland (Transitional Provisions') Regula- ^mend- 
tion, 1961 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Regulation), for ment of 
sub-section (4), the following sub-section shall be substituted, 
namely: — 


“ (4) The Interim Body shall, as soon as may be, choose one 
member of that Body to be the Chairman and another to be the 
Deputy Chairman thereof and, so often as the office of Chairman

or Deputy Chairman becomes vacant, the Interim Body shall 
choose another member to be the Chairman or Deputy Chairman, 
as the case may be.”. 

3. For section 7 of the principal Regulation, the following section 
shall be substituted, namely;— 

“7. (I) The Chairman, the Deputy Chairman or any other 
member of the Interim Body may resign his office by giving notice 
in writing to the Governor. 

(2) A casual vacancy caused by the resignation of the Chair¬ 
man, the Deputy Chairman or any other member under sub¬ 
section (I) or for any other reason shall be filled by fresh 
election.”. 

4. In sub-secfion (2) of section 9 of the principal Regulation, for 
the words “tht Chairman shall have a casting vote”, the words “the 
Chairman, or when the Deputy Chairman presides, the Deputy 
Chairman, shall have a casting vote” shall be substituted.
